LET OUR DELEGATES BE 


INSTRUCTED. 


Notwithstanding a largs majority of 


the'people of this St£e have expressed 
themselves 'in favor of Blaine as first 
choice as the Chicago nominee, it is evi- 
dent that efforts, strong Mid earnest, 
are making to send the delegation to 
Chicago at least unpledged, if net com- 
posed ol openly Avowed Grant men. 
Since Gen. Grant's retoT from hi: 
foreign tour and his probable candidacy, 
th*r» has been in this SUte, as else- 
where, a marked division within the 
party as to the expediency of his nomi- 
nation. The party managers, men who 
have hitherto had control of the party 
organization, have hern almost unanl 
moos in his favor, while the rank and 
file, the men who are to determine by 
their votes the success or defeat of the 
candidate, have been in fa>orof Blaine. 
The itisno was fnirly made and fully 
discussed, and the result at the pri- 
maries has been 
an overwhelming 


victory for Blaino. 
Now the paity 


managers tell us that the clearly ex- 
pressed wish of the party ought not to 
be formulated by resolution or pledge 
to onr delegates to support Blaine as 
our first choice in onr National Con- 
vention—that 
the Cuincntion is a 


deliberative body, and that our delega- 
tion should be left free to net for the 
best interests of the party. A pledged 
delegate is not deprived of the power to 
deliberate when the time for delibent- 
1011 comrs. It is a familiar practice 
'or States to instruct thiir delegates to 
vote for some one as first choice, and 
the first ballot of a convention is always 
iken up in expressing the wishes of 
individual States; in most instances for 
candidates for whom there in not the 
slightest chance for a nomination, and 
tor whom none is expected. If it be- 
comes evident that the candidate for 
whom the delegate is instructed to vote 
cannot receive the nomination he is 
freed from his obligation aud invested 
with the fullest power of deliberation, 
and at liberty to act as he thinks best for 
tho interests of the party aud people he 
represent*. Even if sent without re- 
straint the first duty of onr delegation 
will be to express the wishes of the Re- 
publican party of Nevada. That has 
been fairly and fully given, and there is 
no chauce for evasion 
Let Nevada in- 


struct her delegates to vofe for the man 
of her choice, as other States Litve done, 
and as she can do without violation of 
tnj principle or party usage.
